Osrrvary.—The death of Cornelius Conway Felton, President of Harvard 
College, took place at Chester, Penn., on Wednesday, 26th Feb. Presidens 
Felton was born at West Newburg, now Newburg, Mass., Nov. 6, 1807. He 
was graduated at Harvard College in 1827. For two years after, he taught 
in a high school at Geneseo, N. Y. In 1829 he became Latin tutor at Har- 
vard College, Greek tutor in the following year, and College Professor of 
Greek in 1832. In 1834 he was appointed Eliot Professor of Greek Litera- 
ture, which place he held till about two years ago, when he was chosen Pres- 
ident of the College, succeeding Dr. Walker. In 1833 he published an edition 
of Homer with English notes and Flaxman’s illustrations—a work which has 
gone through several editions ; in 1840 he published a translation of Menzel’s 
“German Literature,” and a Greek Reader, the latter of which has been 
frequently reprinted ; in 1841 he put forth an edition of the “ Clouds” of Aris- 
uphenen and in 1847 editions of the Panegyricus of Isocrates and the Agamem- 
non of Aschylus; in 1849 he published the “ Birds” of Aristophanes, These 
are but a part of his literary labors, which have been most various, including 
numerous contributions to Zhe North American Review, Christian Examiner, 
“ New American Cyclopedia,” and other works. He has been a valuable con- 
tributor to Zhe Boston Courier for several years, and conducted in that jour- 
nal a vigorous attack upon Spiritualism. He has also delivered several 
courses of lectures on Greek history and literature before the Lowell Insti- 
tute of Bostun. President Felton was long a member of the Massachusetts 
Board of Education, and one of the Regents of the Smithsonian Institution ; 
he had a warm interest in every thing relating to popular education, and was 
an especial friend to the Normal Schools of his State. Personally he was of 
the most sunny disposition, proverbially kind-hearted, and always tender of 
the feelings of others. There are few men in Massachusetts whose loss would 
cause so wide-spread a gloom as will follow the announcement of his death.

The death of the Rev. Thomas Hartwell Horne took place on the 27th of 
January last. Mr. Horne was well known over the world as the author of the 
valuable work, “An Introduction to the Critical Study and Knowledge of the 
Holy Scriptures. “ Horne’s Introduction” was first published in 1817, in 
London, in four large volumes. Eleven editions of the work in that form have 
been sold, and an American edition has been a source of large profit to the 
publishers. Mr. Horne died at the advanced age of 83, and up to 1861, he 
had industriously performed the duties of assistant librarian to the British 
Museum. 

Ositvary.—Mr. Robert Orton, well and favorably known to the Trade, as one 
of the Trade Sale auctioneers, died Sunday, the 9th ult., of a very severe illness 
contracted while discharging the benevolent duties of a visitor for the relief com- 
mittee. He was the brother of Mr. William Orton, and was an amiable and 
estimable man. 

The Rev. Julian King, of Torquay, England, regantly gave # reading of 
“ Tamlet” at the Mechanics’ Institute, for the Tarbay lhfirmary, at the re- 
quest of the managers. The Jecturg pealized 15 guineas, which was 
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over to the Infirmary, and the governors, at their weekly meeting, passed a 
vote of thanks to him for his kind and valuable aid to the cause of suffering 
humanity. But it is stated that, in consequence of doing this act, the Bishop 
of Exeter, who is apparently strongly opposed to all forms of dramatic compo- 
sition, has prohibited this clergyman from preaching in his diocese.—Lancet.

“Him we recognize as new and true, and cordially shake him by the horny 
hand, glad to see him in a natural type.” 


Messrs, A. & C. Black, of Edinburgh, have sold twenty thousand copies of 
the first vol. (Guy Mannenine) of their new one-shilling edition of Scott's 
novels. 

The “ Saturday Review,” noticing the same work, thinks that we, in America, 
do not see where the fun comes in—that paper, as usual, occupying so large 
proportions in its own estimation, that it has no time or dispositiou to study the 
opinions or inclinations of uthers. We quote: 

“The New Series of Biglow Papers, of which the first part has just ap- 
Se we believe, from the At/antic Monthly, has probably been 
written rather for English than for American reading. Mr. Lowell is no doubt 
aware that the popularity of the original work is greater in this country than 
in his own. Americans have never seemed entirely to appreciate his inimitable 
drollery, either from the national deficiency in humor, which has been of late 
more conspicuous than ever, or from being too familiar with the dialect he 
employs, to be keenly alive to its oddity and raciness.” 


Glancing over the literary history of the last two years in England, it is 
of interest to notice the production of so many new “Shilling Magazines,” 
“The Cornhill,” “ McMillan,” ‘Temple Bar,” “St. James’s,” and others. And 
it must not be forgotten that the success of a first-class magazine at so low a 
price, was first established as a proved fact in America. 

This imitation of the American practical use of materiel by bringing that 
materiel ata moderate price, before the largest possible number of readers, 
must sooner or later be copied by English publishers in the production of new 
books of popular interest. Compare the American price of Mr. Curtis’s 
“Trumps,” (an original American novel,) with the English publisher’s price 
of Sir Edward Lytton Bulwer’s “Strange Story,” the two books being of about 
equal length. ‘“ Trumps” is published in New York at $1 50; a “ Strange 
Story” is published in London at 24 shillings sterling, (about $6.) So 
immense a difference between the cost of production and the price of supply, 
cannot surely much longer be tolerated in a practical community. . 

Another new Shilling Magazine is announced in London, by Messrs. Low 
& Son, called “ The Exchange.” Ivis to be devoted to matters bearing more 
especially upon commerce, and, according to its prospectus, is intended to 
occupy the position in the British Empire, that is held by Hunt’s Merchants’ 
Magazine in the United States. 

Sir George Cornwall Lewis has found time, in the midst of his ministerial 
duties, to prepare and publish a recondite critical and explanatory pamphlet, 
entitled : 

‘* Inscriptio antiqua in agro Bruttio nuper reperta, edidit et interpretatus est 
Johannes Brownius, A.M., Adis Christi quondam alumnus. Oxonii, 1862.” It

From the London Publishers’ Circular, February 1. 

Litersry news is rarely abundant at this season of the year—though, doubt- 
less, the new Library Company, which proposes to raise a hundred thousand 
pounds to be spent in buying new books to circulate through the country, will 
help, as far as it goes, to give activity to literary enterprise. Of the merits of the 
scheme we know nothing; but of course, so far as publishers are concerned, the 
more Mudies, Booths, Churtons, and Hookhams, the better; for although it may 
be said that there are but a certain number of readers, whose patrouage must be 
divided, it is certain that the increased facilities resulting from sharper rivalry 
tend to increase demand. Among books immediately forthcoming we may per- 
haps be permitted to allude to Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton’s Strange Story, which 
will be issued on Saturday next, in advance of its completion in All the Year 
Round. The work will be in two thick volumes at 24s. instead of in the usual 
three, a form which has lately been going somewhat out of fashion. The old 
guinea and-a-half is, as every one knows, in many cases merely a nominal price ; 
and we trust that the attempt to break through an old-established rule will meet 
with favor. 

The following is our usual classification of the more important publications of 
the fortnight : 

In Literature, Science and Art we have Mr. Payne Collier’s beautiful edition 
of Spenser’s Poetical Works, in 5 vols. with a Life of the Poet. and abundant 
notes and indexes; Mr. Nassau Senior, the well-known writer on Political Econ- 
omy, publishes a work on American Slavery, being a reprint of an article on 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin, of which a portion has appeared in the Edinburgh Review, 
with a speech of Mr. Sumner’s, and a notice of events which followed that speech ; 
we have also letters from Rome to Friends in England, by the Rev. J. W. Bur- 
gon; The Clerical Assistant, an Elocutionary Guide to the Reading of the Scrip- 
tures, with Passages marked for Pitch and Emphasis, by G. Vandenhoff; and a 
similar treatise by the same author, entitled The Ladies’ Reader. 

In Geography and Travel we have few works of importance, but we may men- 
tion a work entitled Thirty-three Years in Tasmania and Victoria, with Historic 
Jottings, and Counsel to Emigrants; and the West Indies, their Social and Re- 
ligious Condition, by E. D. Underhill. 

In History and Biography we find Sir George Cornewall Lewis’s long-promis- 
ed Historical Survey of the Astronomy of the Ancients; The Private Diary of 
the late Duke of Buckingham and Chandos, in 3 vols.; The Marquis of Dal- 
housie’s Administration of British India, by Edwin Arncld; The Shannon’s Bri- 
gade in India, an Account of Sir William Peel’s Naval Brigade in the Indian 
Campaign of 1857-8 ; The Fathers of Greek Philosophy, by Bishop Hampden, 
chiefly from the Encyclopedia Britannica ; a second Series of Mrs. Delany’s 
Autobiography, 3 vols. ; and Historical Sketches and Reviews by Viscount Cran- 
borne, reprinted from the St. James’s Medley, we believe an amateur magazine. 

Under the head of Zheology we have noted the important work announced by 
Mr. Murray under the title of Aids to Faith, which is evidently designed to 
counteract the teachings of Essays and Reviews: the editor is Dr. Thomson, the 
Provost of Queen’s and Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol; Bishop Butler’s Ser- 
mons and Remains, with a Memoir and Indices by the Rev. E. Steere; and 
Bishop Butler’s Analogy of Religion; and The Supernatural in relation to the 
Natural, by the Rev. James Cosh. 

In Fiction we find Mr. Sala’s stories, The Two Prima Donnas, and the Dumb 
Porter, reprinted from a monthly periodical; Marrying for Money, by Mrs. Mac- 
kenzie Daniels, 3 vols.; A Great Sensation, by Edward H. Dering, 3 vols. ; 
Olive Blake’s Good Work, by J. C. Jeaffreson, 3 vols.; ‘Ihe St. Aubyns of St. 
Aubyn, by the Author of Charley Nugent, 2 vols.; and Childhood and Youth, a 
Tale, translated from the Russian of Count Nicola Tolstoi. 

A few New Editions may also be mentioned, among which are Mr. Tenny- 
son’s Idylls of the King, with a new poetical dedication to the late Prince Con- 
sort; The Queen of Hearts, by Wilkie Collins, in 1 vol., with a steel engraving; 
and The Treasury of Science, Natural and Physical, by F. Schcedler, illustrated, 
which is a new edition of the work entitled The Book of Nature. 


Messrs. Longman & Co.’s list comprises, in addition to numerous works al- 
ready announced, Ellice, a Tale, by L. N. Comyn, 1 vol.; and a Manual of 
English Literature, Historical and Critical, with a Chapter on Metres, by T. 
Arnold. 

M. Walewski, the French Minister, has just published an address delivered 
by him as President of the Commission for inquiring into the state of literary 
and artistic property in France, which in these times of international copyright 
conventions is interesting to English authors and publishers. It appears that by 
the present French law, an author’s right extends to the life of himself, and his 
widow if she survive him, with thirty years further for their children; but by a 
curious oversight the words “ assignees” having been omitted, a single gentle- 
man devoting himself to authorship, comes under the operation of an old law 
passed in the heat of the first French Revolution, and any publisher to whom he 
sells a work can only count upon a term of ten years after his death—that being 
all the law allows in his case. The result in the case of French literary men is, 
that horror of the Malthusian philosophers, a positive premium upon marriage 
and large families. On the whole, however, the French copyright law must be 
considered more favorable to authors than our own; but the tendency of M. 
Walewski's opinions is evidently towards making copyright perpetual. 

The current number of Fraser has a remarkable article from the pen of Mr. 
John Stuart Mills, On the Civil War in America, which cannot fail to exercise 
considerable influence at the present time. Mr. Mills’s opinion is decidedly 
against the Southern seceders. 

Mr. Baillitre has issued Part IV. of Ganot’s Physics, with thirty-six engrav- 
ings; also Dr. De Sietras Santa on the Climate of Algiers, in reference to the 
Chronic Affections of the Chest; and has received from Melbourne the Account of 
Burke and Wills’ Exploring Expedition across the Continent of Australia.

Roserr Carter & Brotnenrs have published “‘ The Supernatural in relation 
to the Natural,” by the Rev. James M‘Cosh, LL.D., author of “ The Method 
of the Divine Government,” “ Intuitions of the Mind,” ete. This work is in 
answer to one of the questions started by “ Essays and Reviews.” “The 
special aim of the author is to disentangle the confusion which has crept into 
the discussion of one great problem, and to throw what light he can on the 
Natural and Supernatural, and the relation in which they stand, one to the 
other, to man and to God.” 

The same firm send us “ Health: Five Lay Sermons to Working People,” 
by John Brown, M.D., who will be remembered as the pleasant author of 
“Rab and His Friends.” The sermons are respectively upon “ The Doctor— 
our Duties to Him;” “Hi; Duties to Us;” “Children, and How to Guide 
Them;” “ Health;” and “ Medical Odds and Ends,” and happily attempt to 
modify the pace of the age, which, the author thinks, lives too fast. 

Also, ** God’s Way of Peace : a Book for the Anxious,” by Horatius Bonar, 
D. D., a book made up of twelve earnest little Sermons, with a general unity 
of subject and purpose, 

G. P. Puram has published, “ Undercurrents: a Romance of Business,” 
by Richard B. Kimball, author of “St. Leger,” “ Romance of Student Life,” 
etc. The story of the Romance is woven from the complications of Wall street, 
and it treats of’ the lives of Wall-street men, social and financial, The great 
success of St. Leger at the time of its original publication, will doubtless induce 
an extensive sale of the present work. 

Warren F, Draper, Andover, has published ‘‘_4 Commentary on Ecclesias- 
tes,” by Moses Stuart, late Professor of Sacred Literature in the Theological 
Seminary at Andover, edited and revised by R. D. C. Robbins, Professor in 
Middlebury College. Ecclesiastes, says the author, “has very generally been 
regarded and treated as little more than a succession of unconnected apoph- 
thegms,” and in this volume he endeavors to show ‘that it is one continuous 
whole, having one grand and fundamental theme running through the whole, 
and spreading its fibres, like a kind of fine and impalpable network, over 
every minute portion of it.” 

Also, ‘‘ A Commentary, Critical and Grammatical, on St. Paul's Epistle to 
the Ephesians, with a Revised Translation,” by Charles J. Ellicott, B. D., Pro- 
fessor of Divinity, King’s College, London, and late Fellow of St. John’s Col- 
lege, Cambridge. 


Waker, Wise & Co. have published “ Zracts for Priests and People,” by 
several writers—namely, Thomas Hughes, author of ‘‘Tom Brown's School 
Days,” Rev. F. D. Maurice, Rev. Francis Garden, Rev. John Llewelyn Davies, 
J. N. Langley, M. A., and J. M. Ludlow. The title of the several tracts are as 
follows: “ Religic Laici;” ‘The Mote and the Beam;” “ The Atonement as 
a Fact and asa Theory;” “The Signs of the Kingdom of Heaven;” ‘On 
Terms of Communion;” ‘“ The Sermon of the Bishop of Oxford on Revelation, 
and the Layman’s Answer;” and “Two Lay Dialogues.” “The tracts,” says 
the Preface, ‘‘ were commenced about six months ago. The controversy re- 
specting the ‘ Essays and Reviews,’ which has not subsided yet was then at its 
height. Clergymen and laymen were told that they must either declare their 
sympathy with the book openly, or must unite in condemning it;” but the 
writers above named felt that they could do neither—-hence the book. 

The same firm has published “‘ Prayers,” by Theodore Parker. This is an 
exquisitely-printed duo decimo volume of two hundred pages, and contains forty 
prayers actually made by Mr. Parker, the one at the close being the last de- 
livered by him in public. “It is believed that this little book will be dearly 
welcomed, not only by those at whose instance it has been prepared but by 
thousands of others who have been lifted up and strengthened by these lofty 
utterances of a great and noble soul.” 

Brown & Tacacarp have published the third volume of the “ The Work of 
Francis Bacon,” edited by James Spedding, M. A., Robert Leslie Ellis, M. A., and 
Douglas Denon Heath.

The same firm has published new editions of two of Lever’s favorite military 
novels, “ Jack Hinton the Guardsman,” and ‘ Charles O'Malley, the Irish Dra- 
goon,” books which ought certainly to suit the popular taste at the present time, 
Very showy illuminated covers add much to their attractive appearance. Also,
